I am writing in my capacity as Chairman of the upcoming Conference 
on CionalSenescenceand Differentiation offeredby_jthe Federation 
of American Societies for Experimental Biology to solicit 

your support of this key aging research meeting. The meeting will 
be held at the FASEB Conference Center in Snowmass, Colorado, a 
magnificent site and convenient flight destination, fom August 17- 
22, 1996, and is antici pated to draw approximately 2 00-partici¬ 
pants.

intervals outstanding scientists in cellular gerontology and other 
areas highly relevant to aging and age-associated dysfunction. The 
1996 conference, for example, will focus on DNA damage and repair, 
role of oxidant damage and antioxidants, altered gene expression 
with'aging;**'the aging/cancer interface, senescence and longevity 
genes, and new methods appropriate for gerontologic research. At 
this time, the confirmed speakers include world leaders in these 
topic areas. The meeting should stimulate new perspectives on 
central questions in gerontology and recruit to the field of aging 
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both established investigators in related, disciplines and junior 
investigators not yet strongly focused in their research. 

Sponsors will be publically acknowledged at the time of the 
conference. Although it is against FASEB policy to reserve
